the  State  of  New  Hampshire 

To  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  in  the  County  of  Sullivan, 
in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in  town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Charlestown  Elementary  School 
Gymnasium  in  said  Charlestown  on  Tuesday,  the  seventh  day  of  March  next,  at 
10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects.  Polls  are  to  be 
open  from  10:00  o'clock  in  the  forenoon  until  the  beginning  of  the  business 
session  at  7:00  P.M. 

Article  1.  To  choose  the  necessary  town  officers  for  their  respective 
terms. 

Article  2.  To  take  the  sense  of  the  qualified  voters  whether  the 
Amendments  of  the  Constitution  proposed  by  the  1971  session  of  the  General 
Court  shall  be  approved.  By  ballot. 

Article  3.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  respective  to  adopting 
a  new  Zoning  Ordinance.  By  ballot. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to 
borrow  notes  on  credit  of  the  Town  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  meet  current  expenses  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

Article  5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  sell 
real  estate  acquired  by  Tax  Collector's  Deed  after  being  duly  posted  one  (1) 
month  in  advance  of  the  sale. 

Article  6.  To  consider  the  budget.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may 
be  deemed  necessary  for  the  maintenance  of  the  poor,  laying  out  and  repairing 
bridges,  street  lighting  and  for  the  necessary  charges  arising  within  the  Town. 

Article  7.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  respect  to  electing 
three  (3)  members  of  the  Finance  Committee  and  two  (2)  members  of  the 
Highway  Advisory  Committee  for  the  ensuing  three  years. 
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Article  8.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  respect  to  electing 
three  (3)  members  of  the  Recreation  Committee  for  the  ensuing  two  years. 

Article  9.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$21,000.00  for  a  payloader,  to  be  paid  over  a  five  year  period.  Recommmended 
by  the  Highway  Advisory  Board. 

Article  10.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  in  regards  to  amending 
the  present  Dog  Ordinance  enacted  at  Town  Meeting  in  1958  to  read: 
"Restraining  dogs  in  the  entire  Town  of  Charlestown,  at  all  times  throughout  the 
year." 

Article  11.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  $100,000.00  for  the  purpose  of  financing  and  constructing  a  municipal 
swimming  pool  and  bath-house,  including  equipment.  Such  sum  to  be  reduced 
50%  with  the  receipt  of  federal  funds,  and  further  reduced  with  such  monies 
now  on  deposit  or  to  be  deposited  in  "The  Charlestown  Swimming  Pool  Building 
Fund."  The  total  cost  to  be  raised  by  the  issuance  of  not  exceeding  $80,000.00 
in  serial  bonds  or  notes,  under  and  in  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  the 
Municipal  Finance  Act  (Chapter  33  of  the  New  Hampshire  Statutes  Annotated 
1955  and  any  amendments  thereto)and  repayed  in  (10)  equal  annual  payments. 
To  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  such  bonds  or  notes  and  to 
determine  the  rate  of  interest  thereon,  and  to  take  such  other  action  as  may  be 
necessary  to  effect  the  issuance,  negotiation,  sale  and  delivery  of  such  bonds  or 
notes  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  and  pass  any 
vote  relating  thereto. 

Article  12.  To  raise  and  appropriate  $1,000.00  for  operation,  if  Article 
1 1  passes. 

Article  13.  To  see  what  action  the  Town  will  take  regarding  granting 
power  to  the  Planning  Board  to  adopt  subdivision  regulations. 

Article  14.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  adopt  in  lieu  of  the  Australian  Ballot, 
the  provision  for  a  Non-Partisan  Ballot. 

Article  15.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  not  to 
exceed  $50,000.00,  for  the  purpose  of  installing  a  chlorinating  system  at  the 
present  sewer  plant,  contingent  upon  receiving  both  State  and  Federal  Aid.  To 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  issue  and  negotiate  with  engineering  firms  for  the 
purpose  of  designing  and  constructing  of  this  system,  and  to  take  such  other 
actions  as  shall  be  in  the  best  interest  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown. 


Article  16.    To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before 
said  meeting.

The  Extensive  Criminal  Report  made  by  this  department  in  past  years  had  to  be 
shortened  due  to  prohibitive  costs  of  many  pages.  However,  if  the  abbreviated 
Criminal  Report  is  studied,  a  clear  picture  of  Criminal  Activities  can  be  easily 
seen. 
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HIGHLIGHTS  OF  THE  YEAR 

1.  Addition  of  9  Police  Reservists  to  the  Police  Force. 

After  a  twenty  hour  course  of  instruction  in  police  duties  and 
responsibilities,  consisting  of  eight  sessions,  these  responsible  nnen  were 
sworn  in  as  police  officers,  to  serve  in  emergencies  whenever  needed  for 
the  protection  of  their  community.  They  not  only  serve  without  pay,  but 
supoly  the  larger  part  of  their  minimal  uniforms.  Our  records  show  that  74 
man  calls  have  been  filled  by  them  since  they  began  duties  in  April.  They 
are:  Robert  Metcalf,  James  Allen  Jr.,  George  Brown,  David  Greenberg, 
Roger  Howard,  Albert  Potter,  Paul  St.  Pierre,  Paul  Savi,  and  Michael  Toth. 

2.  Twenty-four  hour  service  at  the  Police  Station 

As  a  result  of  the  budget  passed  last  year,  a  third  officer  and  two 
dispatchers  went  on  duty  in  June,  making  it  possible  for  the  station  to  be 
open  all  week  except  for  a  few  hours  two  nights,  when  calls  are  still 
received  at  the  officers  homes.  This  has  greatly  improved  the  effectiveness 
of  the  department. 

3.  New  Radio  Communications  System 

This  new  system  was  put  into  use  in  December.  For  the  first  time, 
this  department  had  its  own  base  station  enabling  our  officers  to  call  in  at 
any  time  from  any  area  in  town  without  interference.  This  system  is  a  part 
of  the  state-wide  radio-concept,  which  gives  both  the  station,  the  cruiser, 
and  a  portable  radio  unit  to  be  in  contact  with  each  other,  the  State 
Police,  other  local  departments,  and  the  Sheriff's  Department.  This 
equipment  was  made  possible  by  a  donation  of  $1000  by  a  local  citizen, 
matched  by  S3000  from  the  government  (Gov.  Crime  Commission)  with 
no  local  tax  money  being  used. 

4.  Interesting  and  Significant  Cases 

a.  Burglary  at  the  local  Super  Market,  in  which  three  subjects 
were  apprehended,  due  to  the  alertness  of  a  local  citizen,  and 
fast  action  by  the  night  officer.  They  are  now  serving  a  prison 
term. 

b.  A  third  offense  of  DWI  (Driving  While  Intoxicated)  for  which 
the  culprit  is  serving  a  prison  sentence. 

c.  Emergency  calls  in  the  night  in  which  a  strangling  baby  and  an 
expectant  mother  were  rushed  to  the  hospital. 

d.  Apprehension  of  a  compulsive  sex  deviate  who  had  been 
exposing  himself  to  young  girls  for  several  months.  He  was 
given  psychiatric  help  and  has  since  moved  to  Canada. 

Many  thanks  to  the  Selectmen  for  their  continuing  support,  and  to  the 
many  fine  citizens  of  Charlestown.

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REPORT  OF  THE  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN  AND  DISTRICT  CHIEF 

Lest  we  Forget  -  It  Can  Happen  Here 

Disastrous  forest  and  brush  fires  that  destroy  hundred  of  homes  are  more 
prevalent  on  the  west  coast  with  their  dry  seasons  and  strong  dry  hot  winds  but 
25  years  ago  this  fall  is  the  anniversary  of  a  disaster  that  devastated  large  areas  of 
northern  New  England  leaving  villages  in  ashes  with  rows  of  cellar  holes  and 
chimneys  in  a  number  of  summer  vacation  home  locations.  Many  lives  were  lost 
on  that  destructive  day  of  October  23,  1947  nothing  could  stop  the  wind  driven 
flames. 

It  is  true  that  such  conditions  are  unusual  for  New  Hampshire  but  they 
happened  once,  they  can  happen  again.  The  fuel  for  fires  is  all  around  us.  All  it 
takes  is  a  firebrand.  Only  a  cultivating  a  habit  of  carefulness  with  fire  at  all  times 
can  we  meet  the  challenge  of  protection  when  dry  conditions  prevail.  Please  let 
these  reminders  be  your  guide: 

1.  Never,  either  when  walking,  riding  or  driving,  discard  a  firebrand  -  a  lighted 
match  or  a  glowing  cigarette. 

2.  Always  obtain  a  permit  for  any  outside  burning.  The  burning  of  household 
rubbish  is  not  permitted  if  your  town  has  rubbish  collection.  Burning  of 
grass  or  garden  litter  can  be  dangerous.  See  your  warden  first. 

3.  If  you  camp  or  picnic,  be  sure  open  fires  are  allowed  and  if  they  are,  put 
them  dead  out  when  leaving. 

4.  Most  Important  -  Instruct  your  children  in  the  danger  of  the  lighted 
match.  A  lighted  match  and  dry  grass  or  forest  litter  is  a  dangerous 
combination  which  leads  to  destructive  loss  and  can  lead  to  tragedy. 

The  past  year  -  1971  was  a  favorable  year  for  the  control  of  fires.  There 
were  too  many  fire  starts  in  some  towns.  We  thank  those  who  remembered  and 
ask  others  to  heed  Smokey's  message.

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REPORT  OF  THE  HEALTH  OFFICER  -  1971 

The  customary  number  of  water  samples  were  drawn  from  Charlestown 
and  North  Charlestown,  sent  to  the  State  laboratories,  and  returned  with  no  sign 
of  contamination.  As  is  the  practice,  once  a  year,  samples  are  drawn  directly 
from  the  wells  involved  and  the  same  procedure  followed.  These  also  were 
returned  as  having  shown  no  signs  of  contamination.  Late  in  the  fall  a  number  of 
complaints  were  received  by  this  department  as  to  the  palatibility  of  the  water. 
After  checking  into  the  situation  it  was  resolved  by  the  water  department  by 
repairing  the  chlorinator  at  the  reservoir. 

A  number  of  foster  homes  were  checked  in  accordance  with  state 
regulations  and  found  to  be  in  order. 

The  town  swimming  pool  was  checked  weekly  while  in  operation  for  the 
condition  of  the  water.  Due  to  the  use  of  town  water,  chlorination  and  the 
efforts  of  the  recreation  committee  the  pool  remained  in  very  good  condition 
this  year.  It  is  the  fervent  hope  of  the  health  officer  that  the  summer  of  1972 
will  find  the  town  with  a  new  municipal  pool,  which  will  eliminate  many  of  our 
past  problems  and  provide  a  safe  place  for  the  residents  of  town  to  swim. 

The  spring  always  brings  the  chore  of  recent  extermination  at  the  town 
dump.  This  was  accomplished  this  year  with  the  help  of  the  cemetary  crew,  and 
removed  a  large  portion  of  the  rodents  for  the  summer  months. 

As  in  the  past  I  would  like  to  thank  the  selectmen,  water  department,  and 
the  residents  of  Charlestown  for  the  cooperation  in  the  performance  of  my 
duties.

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1971  AMBULANCE  REPORT 

The  Charlestown  Volunteer  Ambulance  Service  was  called  into  service  74 
times  in  1971.  A  total  of  92  hours  were  spent  on  calls  by  two  to  four  volunteers 
at  a  time. 

Of  the  74  calls,  six  were  for  people  over  60  with  no  medicare,  41  with 
medicare  of  which  10  medicare  didn't  cover.  People  over  60  are  not  charged  but 
if  medicare  covers  it  we  ask  for  it.  There  were  27  calls  for  people  under  60,  of 
which  12  have  yet  to  pay  their  bills. 

The  Ambulance  put  on  2,194  miles  during  the  year  and  used  about  300 
gallons  of  gas. 

Expenses  for  1971  to  the  town  include  $318.00  for  Insurance  and 
$262.00  for  miscellaneous,  a  total  of  $580.00.  If  we  add  this  to  the  cost  of  gas 
and  subtract  it  from  the  income  it  leaves  about  $500.00  in  the  town  treasury.  If 
the  volunteers  had  been  paid,  this  would  have  just  about  covered  it.  Much 
equipment  is  needed  before  a  new  licensing  is  necessary  September  1,  1972.  The 
amount  collected  in  ambulance  fees  during  the  year  was  $1,1 17.60.

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RECREATION  COMMITTEE  REPORT 

The  recreation  department  enjoyed  another  successful  year  with  the 
continued  full  cooperation  of  the  towns  people. 

The  recreation  committee  again  supported  the  Charlestown  Jr.  Baseball 
League  by  providing  funds  for  the  necessary  insurance  protection  and  donating 
some  equipment. 

We  also  made  a  donation  which  helped  to  send  over  100  baseball  players 
and  coaches  to  attend  a  Red  Sox  game  in  Boston.  This  was  made  out  of  a  special 
recreation  fund  held  by  the  recreation  committee.  This  fund  also  started  a 
uniform  drive  to  replace  some  badly  worn  out  uniforms. 

The  swimming  pool  was  open  ten  weeks  under  the  supervision  of  Lloyd 
Greenberg  and  Bill  Keating.  The  water  supply  was  below  par  for  the  year  which 
caused  some  short  closings  of  the  pool  until  ample  water  was  available. 

The  recreation  committee  hopes  that  a  new  pool  will  be  forthcoming  as 
this  will  solve  many  problems  now  affecting  the  operation  of  the  pool. 

A  girls  softball  program  was  offered  this  summer  under  the  supervision  of 
Jean  Bates  and  Albert  Stearns.  This  program  was  very  successful. 

A  tennis  instruction  program  was  undertaken  with  Bob  Hingston  as 
instructor.  This  program  was  not  too  successful  but  will  be  offered  again,  to 
offer  the  Swan  common  facilities  to  everyone  interested. 

This  winter  has  presented  many  problems  to  the  fire  department  and 
recreation  committee  in  our  effort  to  provide  a  skating  rink  on  the  Swan 
common.  The  project  has  been  started  at  least  four  times  without  any 
cooperation  from  Mother  Nature. 

We  would  again  like  to  thank  everyone  who  gave  of  their  time  and 
equipment  to  provide  the  citizens  of  Charlestown  with  a  well  rounded  recreation 
program  for  so  little  money  spent.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 
CHARLESTOWN  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 

The  Conservation  Commission  has  not  deemed  Charlestovvn's  needs  to  be 
best  served  by  the  usual  conservation  programs,  conservation  of  wet  lands, 
development  of  recreation  areas,  parks  and  trails.  These  programs  cost  money 
and  we  feel  Charlestown  has  a  more  pressing  problem  of  pollution. 

In  this  regard  although  they  are  the  prerogatives  of  the  Planning 
Commission,  we  recommend  the  following  action  be  taken. 

A.        Reservoirs 

Additional     land     be    purchased,    cleared    and    another    reservoir 

constructed.  Once  constructed.  Hall  Pond  should  be  drained,  cleaned 

and  enlarged. 

The  Town  should  also  consider  the  future  water  needs  of  North  and 

South  Charlestown  and  the  purchasing  of  land  for  reservoirs  in  these 

areas. 

The  Highway  Department  could  do  the  clearing  and  a  major  share  of 

the  construction  of  the  reservoir. 

B.  Sewage 

The  Town  must  accelerate  all  plans  for  completion  of  the  sewage 

system   for  the  entire  town,  eliminating  the  dumping  of  any  raw 

sewage  into  rivers. 

The  Sewer  and  Water   Department  should   inspect  work  with  the 

State  Inspector  on  private  installations.  We  further  recommend  that 

the  Town   Rip   Rap  the  river  bank   in  the  immediate  area  of  the 

present  sewer  lagoons  preserving  what  we  have. 

The   Highway   Department  could   also  do  this  using  boulders.  (The 

Lord  blessed  us  with  plenty  of  rocks  in  Charlestown.) 

C.  Town  Dump 

That  the  town  not  approve  the  regional  land  fill.  Rather  the  town 
should  purchase  another  site  and  operate  it's  own  land  fill  for  a  few 
years  before  going  to  an  incinerator.  This  coud  be  operated  much  as 
we  are  doing  now,  especially  if  the  dump  was  only  open  one  or  two 
days  a  week,  allowing  the  week's  rubbish  to  be  compacted  in  one 
day. 

Our  recommendations  in  regard  to  conservation  are: 
A.        Town  Dump 

The  Town  should  purchase  and  operate  a  gas  fired  incinerator, 
$100,000  to  $180,000,  possibly  contracting  with  the  other  small 
surrounding  towns  to  defray  our  cost. 
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B.        Highways 

Salt  —  Use  of  salt  be  eliminated.  Quite  a  few  towns  in  the  snow  belt 

are  doing  this.  Traffic  is  still  moving,  and  there  is  a  saving  in  using 

sand  rather  than  salt. 

Landscaping  —  A  maximum  of  a  one  on  two  for  all  slopes.  Slopes  to 

be  graded  and  seeded. 

Stumps  and  wood  completely  buried. 

Stonewalls  should  be  preserved  when  possible. 

The  town's  highway  projects  must  be  complete  in  all  respects. 

Earth  Day  was  a  success  as  a  day. 

However,  the  following  364  days  are  a  disaster.  When  are  we  going 
to  learn  conservation  and  the  elimination  of  pollution  begins  at 
home?

HIGHWAY  DEPARTMENT  REPORT 

During  the  past  year  we  built  and  surfaced  iy2  miles  of  road  in  South 
Charlestown  and  constructed  and  resurfaced  Vi  mile  of  road  off  Douglas  and 
James  Streets.  We  rebuilt  and  resurfaced  the  hill  on  East  St.  Extension.  We 
re-surfaced  the  dry  bridge  with  hot  top  and  re-conditioned  the  piers  under  the 
dry  bridge  with  new  cement.  Filled  holes  and  repaired  streets  with  cold  patch.  A 
new  storm  drain  was  installed  on  Arbor  Way.  We  finished  the  TRA  project  on 
the  Acworth  -  Charlestown  road  to  the  town  line.  Land  was  purchased  and  the 
new  TRA  project  on  Whiskey  St.  in  North  Charlestown  was  started  and  a  new 
culvert  was  put  in.  This  involved  about  1  mile  of  that  road.  We  installed  6  new 
culverts  and  widened  and  resurfaced  several  roads.  Winter  maintenance  was 
carried  on  as  usual  and  highways  and  streets  were  salted  and  sanded.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHARLESTOWN  PLANNING  BOARD 

The  planning  board  attended  a  course  in  town  planning  which  was 
prepared  by  the  Institute  for  Research  and  Services  of  St.  Anselm's  College.  It 
was  presented  in  Lebanon,  N.  H.  and  was  one  evening  per  week  for  eight  weeks. 
Each  board  nnember  assumed  all  the  expense  of  his  participation. 

The  course  reinforced  the  feeling  of  the  board  that,  to  do  a  comprehensive 
planning  job  for  Charlestown,  much  more  detailed  information  is  needed,  than  is 
presently  available.  We  need  more  information  regarding  present  land  use,  land 
capability,  population  structure  and  the  socio  economic  nature  of  the  Town. 
This  information  is  necessary  to  project  the  needs  of  Charlestown  for  jobs, 
public  services  and  education  which  are  all  necessary  input  to  a  comprehensive 
plan. 

The  board  is  vigorously  accumulating  information  for  planning.  We  have 
acquired  a  one  inch  equals  one  thousand  foot  scale  topographical  map  of 
Charlestown.  This  was  used  as  a  base  map  by  the  Sullivan  County  Soil 
Conservation  Service  to  make  a  map  showing  the  watersheds  and  surface  flow 
patterns  of  Charlestown. 

Several  people  and  organizations  have  offered  to  assist  the  board  in  the 
collection  of  the  data  necessary  for  planning  and  a  program  has  been  drawn  to 
achieve  this  goal.  The  Charlestown  Conservation  Commission  has  made  two  maps 
for  us  —  one  shows  the  activity  in  Charlestown  associated  with  subdivisions  and 
the  other  the  activity  associated  with  mobile  home  parks. 

All  data  indicates  that  Charlestown  is  growing,  not  just  a  little  each  year, 
but  a  lot  each  year  and  the  rate  of  growth  is  accelerating.  More  and  more  people 
are  becoming  interested  in  Charlestown  for  land  development  purposes.  There  is 
a  need  for  land  use  regulation  to  preserve  Charlestown's  beauty  and  rural 
residential  character. 

The  board  has  prepared  a  zoning  ordinance  proposal  to  be  offered  for 
adoption  as  a  question  on  the  official  ballot  of  the  annual  town  meeting.  This 
proposal  will  have  had  two  duly  notified  public  hearings  and  several  information 
meetings.  It  is  a  comprehensive  proposal,  covering  the  entire  town,  and  will,  if 
adopted,  supersede  the  zoning  ordinance  presently  in  effect  whichcoversonly  a 
small  part  of  Charlestown.  The  proposal  contains  a  watershed  zone  which  is  an 
important  part  of  the  proposal.  It  is  intended  to  protect  our  most  valuable 
resource,  our  water  supply.  The  board  is  unanimous  in  its  belief  that  the  zoning 
ordinance  proposal  will  accommodate  the  related  present  and  future  needs  of 
Charlestown  and  recommends  its  adoption  by  your  affirmative  vote  at  the 
annual  meeting. 

The  board  attended  to  routine  matters  and  made  a  study  of  the  parking 
problem  in  the  central  commercial  area.  A  copy  of  the  board  recommendations 
relative  to  parking  is  printed  in  this  town  report.

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(PROPOSED)  ZONING  ORDINANCE 
TOWN  OF  CHARLESTOWN,  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

ARTICLE  I 
AUTHORITY 

SECTION  100 

Pursuant  to  the  authority  conferred  by  Chapter  32,  Sections  60-89,  New 
Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  1955,  as  amended,  and  for  the  purpose 
of  promoting  the  health,  safety,  and  welfare  of  the  inhabitants,  the  following 
ordinance  is  presented  to  the  voters  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown,  New  Hampshire 
for  adoption.  It  shall,  upon  its  adoption,  supersede  any  previous  zoning 
ordinance  within  the  town. 

ARTICLE  II 
GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

SECTION  200 

Administration  and  Enforcement: 

A.  This  ordinance  sliall  become  effective  immediately  upon  the  affirmative 
vote  of  the  majority  of  the  voters  present  and  voting. 

B.  Within  fifteen  days  after  passage  of  this  ordinance  the  Selectmen  shall 
appoint  a  Zoning  Administrator  whose  duty  shall  be  to  administer  and 
enforce  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Appointment  shall  be  made  on  an 
annual  basis. 

C.  No  land,  building,  or  premises  shall  be  used  except  in  conformity  with  this 
ordinance. 

D.  No  building,  mobile  home,  structure,  or  part  thereof,  shall  be  erected, 
enlarged,  or  moved,  except  after  issuance  of  a  permit  by  the  Zoning 
Administrator.  Permits  shall  be  issued  in  writing  by  the  Zoning 
Administrator.  Permits  shall  be  given  for  a  period  of  one  year.  If  use  is  not 
undertaken  within  this  time,  approval  must  be  requested  again. 

E.  The  ordinance  shall  not  prohibit  or  require  a  permit  for  repairs  or 
alterations  to  a  building  which  alterations  do  not  require  the  removal  or 
replacement  of  any  structural  member,  increase  the  floor  area  of  the 
building,  or  change  the  use  thereof. 

F.  Application  for  a  permit  for  any  structure  from  which  waste  will  be 
discharged  which  is  not  served  by  municipal  sewerage  must  be 
accompanied  by  state  construction  approval  of  the  waste  disposal  system. 

G.  Parks,  recreation  areas,  and  historical  sites  may  be  allowed  in  any  zone  by 
a  special  permit,  which  cannot  be  granted  until  after  a  duly  notified  public 
hearing  has  been  held  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

H.  Upon  written  notice  of  an  alleged  violation,  the  Zoning  Administrator 
shall  investigate  and  take  appropriate  action. 

I.  Any  person,  firm  or  corporation  who  violates  any  provision  of  this 
ordinance,  shall  upon  conviction,  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  more  than 
$50  (fifty  dollars)  for  each  offense,  and  each  day's  failure  to  comply  with 
the  provisions  thereof  shall  constitute  a  separate  violation. 
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Separability: 

A.  Each  and  every  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  be  deemed  a  separate, 
distinct,  and  independent  provision,  and  the  invalidity  of  any  provision  or 
section  thereof  shall  not  affect  the  validity  of  the  remaining  sections  or 
provisions  of  this  ordinance. 

220 

General  Regulations: 

A.  Lots  in  more  than  one  zone  -  Where  the  boundary  line  of  a  zone  divides  a 
lot,  the  regulations  for  either  zone  may  at  the  option  of  the  owner  extend 
to  the  entire  lot,  but  in  no  case  shall  any  use  be  extended  more  than  100 
feet  into  an  abutting  zone  which  does  not  permit  the  use. 

B.  Parking  -  The  following  parking  spaces  shall  be  provided  by  the  owner  of 
the  property  for  each  of  the  following  uses.  One  parking  space  shall 
constitute  a  rectangular  area  at  least  9  feet  in  width  and  20  feet  in  length, 
exclusive  of  the  area  required  for  ingress  and  egress. 

1.  Dwellings  and  Mobile  Homes  -  At  least  two  parking  spaces  for  each 
dwelling  unit. 

2.  Places  of  Public  Assembly  -  At  least  one  parking  space  for  each  four 
seats  of  maximum  seating  capacity. 

3.  Stores  and  Office  Buildings  -  At  least  one  parking  space  for  each  200 
square  feet  of  floor  area  with  a  minimum  of  five  spaces. 

4.  Industrial    Buildings   -   At    least   one   parking   space   for  each  two 
employees,  except  there  must  be  a  minimum  of  ten  spaces. 

5.  Motels,  hotels,  and  other  lodging  places  -  At  least  one  parking  space 
for  each  guest  unit. 

6.  Other  uses  which  would  generate  a  parking  demand  -  At  least  one 
parking  space  for  each  300  square  feet  of  floor  area. 

7.  All  parking  spaces  pursuant  to  this  section  shall  be  on  the  same  lot 
with  the  building  or  on  a  lot  within  500  feet  of  the  building. 

C.  Lighted  Signs:  No  sign  which  is  lighted  shall  have  flashing  lights.  The  lights 
shall  not  be  directed  so  as  to  constitute  a  traffic  hazard,  nor  shall  they  be 
directed  so  as  to  shine  directly  onto  a  neighboring  property. 

D.  Swimming  Pools  -  Not  to  be  considered  a  structure  unless  they  have  a 
capacity  of  10,000  gallons  of  water. 
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Existing  Conditions: 

A.  Any  lawful  use  of  any  building,  structure,  or  premise  in  existence  at  the 
time  this  ordinance  becomes  effective  may  continue  as  a  non-conforming 
use.  These  uses  shall  be  allowed  to  expand  within  their  property 
boundaries  which  exist  at  the  time  of  the  adoption  of  this  ordinance. 

B.  If  any  non-conforming  use  of  any  buildings,  structures,  or  prenn^ise  is 
discontinued  for  one  year  and  one  day,  and  subsequent  use  shall  conform 
to  this  ordinance. 

C.  Any  non-conforming  use  may  be  continued  but  shall  not  be  changed  or 
reinstated  except  in  compliance  with  the  following  provisions: 

1.  A  non-conforming  use  may  be  changed,  or  may  be  reinstated  only 
upon  determination  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment,  after 
public  hearing,  that  the  proposed  change  or  reinstatement  will  be  no 
more  detrimental  to  its  neighborhood  and  surroundings,  than  is  the 
existing  or  previous  non-conforming  use.  In  determining  relative 
"detriment"  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  take  into 
consideration,  among  other  things,  traffic  generated,  nuisance 
characteristics  such  as  emission  of  noi^e,  dust  and  smoke;  fire 
hazards;  hours  and  manner  of  operation;  increased  intensity  of  use; 
impact  on  the  overall  zoning  plan;  public  health  and  safety. 

2.  Any  extension  or  enlargement  shall  also  conform  to  all  applicable 
State  Statutes;  Town  By-laws  and  the  lot  size,  frontage  and  lot  line 
distances,  and  height  regulations  of  the  zone  in  which  it  is  located. 

D.  A  lot  of  record  at  the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance  which  does  not 
conform  to  the  area  and  frontage  requirements  of  the  zone  in  which  it  is 
located  may  be  occupied  by  any  use  permitted  in  that  zone.  A  lot  of 
record  is  defined  as  land  designated  as  a  separate  and  distinct  parcel  in  a 
legally  recorded  deed,  or  a  plat  plan,  filed  prior  to  January  1,  1972  in  the 
records  of  Sullivan  County,  New  Hampshire.

Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment: 

A.  Within  30  (thirty)  days  of  the  passage  of  this  ordinance,  the  Selectmen

A.  Appeals  for  variances  to  this  ordinance  may  be  made  by  any  person.  Such 
appeal  shall  be  made  within  a  reasonable  time,  as  provided  by  the  rules  of 
the  Board  of  Adjustment;  (taken  from  Chapter  31 :69,  NHRSA,  1955). 

B.  The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  fix  a  reasonable  time  for  the  hearing  of  the 
appeal,  give  public  notice  thereof,  as  well  as  notice  to  the  parties  in 
interest,  and  decide  the  same  within  a  reasonable  time.  Upon  the  hearing 
any  party  may  appear  in  person  or  by  agent  or  attorney,  (Chapter  31 :71,

An  amendment  proposed  by  petition  shall  be  submitted  to 
the  voters  only  at  an  annual  town  meeting,  (taken  from  Chapter  31:63b, 
NHRSA,  1955.)

Definitions:   For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  following  definitions  shall 

apply. 

A.  Accessory  building  -  any  building  separate  from  the  main  building  on  any 
lot;  the  use  which  is  incidental  or  subordinate  to  the  use  of  the  main 
building  (as  a  detached  garage  to  a  house). 

B.  Agriculture  -  raising  or  keeping  of  crops,  livestock,  poultry,  or  dairy 
products. 

C.  Building  -  any  structure  having  a  roof  and  intended  for  the  shelter, 
housing,  or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals,  or  properties. 

D.  Dwelling  -  a  place  of  residence  which  is  constructed  on  a  foundation  and 
designed  to  be  permanent.  Modular  homes  of  a  width  of  20  feet  or  more 
placed  on  permanent  foundations  shall  be  considered  as  dwellings. 

E.  Dwelling  Unit  -  A  building  or  part  of  a  building  providing  complete 
housekeeping  facilities  for  one  family. 

F.  Home  Occupation  -  business  conducted  within  the  home  or  accessory 
building  which  does  not  change  the  residential  character  of  the  property. 

G.  Lot  -  a  parcel  of  land  having  fixed  boundaries. 

H.       Lot  Frontage  -  the  length  of  the  lot  bordering  the  right  of  way. 

I.  Mobil  Home  -  a  transportable  structure  built  on  a  chassis  and  designed  to 
be  used  as  living  quarters  with  or  without  a  permanent  foundation,  when 
connected  to  the  required  utilities.  This  definition  shall  not  apply  to  travel 
trailers,  camper  trailers,  or  campers  which  are  designed  for  recreational 
use. 

J.  Mobil  Home  Park  -  A  tract  of  land  occupied  and  designed  to  be  occupied 
by  two  or  more  mobile  homes  in  use  as  living  quarters. 

K.  Non-conforming  Use  -  Any  structure  or  land  lawfully  occupied  by  a  use  at 
the  time  of  passage  of  this  ordinance  or  amendment  thereto  which  does 
not  conform  after  the  passage  of  this  ordinance  or  amendment  thereto 
with  the  regulations  and  restrictions  of  the  zone  in  which  it  is  located. 

L.        Park  and  Recreation  Areas  -  lots  designed  for  recreational  use. 

M.  Stories  in  Height  -  a  story  shall  be  considered  a  set  of  rooms  on  the  same 
floor,  or  level  (not  to  include  attic  space). 

N.  Structure  -  anything  constructed  or  erected,  the  use  of  which  requires 
location  on  the  ground  or  attachment  to  something  having  location  on  the 
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ground.     Not    to    be    considered    in    this   ordinance    are    fences,    signs, 

doghouses,  portable  screened  dining-rooms,  tents,  antennas. 
0.       Service  -  the  act  of  serving,  the  performance  of  labor  for  another. 
P.        Setback  -  the  distance  between  a  structure  on  a  lot  and  any  lot  line 

measured  in  a  straight  line  between  the  two  nearest  points. 
Q.       Historical  Site  -  land  use  having  historical  background  which  is  preserved 

for  future  generations. 
R.       Manufacturing  -  production  of  goods. 


ARTICLE  III 
ZONES 


SECTION  300 

For  the  purposes  of  this  ordinance,  the  Town  of  Charlestown  is  divided  into  the 
following  zones  as  shown  on  the  zoning  map  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk  and 
dated  February  11,  1972. 
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RESIDENTIAL  1 
Uses  Permitted: 

A.  One  family  dwellings  and  their  accessory  buildings  shall  be  allowed. 

1.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  15,000  square  feet  with  100  feet 
minimum  frontage  provided  it  is  to  be  serviced  by  municipal  water 
and  sewerage  systems.  With  municipal  water  only,  the  lot  size  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  25,000  square  feet  with  150  feet  minimum 
frontage.  If  both  municipal  water  and  sewerage  are  not  available,  the 
lot  size  shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet  with  150  feet 
minimum  frontage. 

2.  Every  new  building  or  structure,  and  every  building  or  structure 
moved  from  another  location,  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  in  a  minimum  of  25  feet,  and  be  a  minimum  of  20  feet 
from  all  other  boundaries. 

3.  Each  new  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  first  floor  area  of  750 
square  feet. 

4.  No  building  or  structure  shall  exceed  two  stories  in  height. 

B.  Professional  occupations  and  business  conducted  by  stenographers,  real 
estate  brokers,  insurance  agents,  hairdressers,  tailors  and  dressmakers  shall 
be  allowed.  They  shall  be  allowed  only  if  they  do  not  require  the 
employment  of  any  additional  person  other  than  the  residents. 

C.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  those  related  to  the  sale,  rent  and  lease  of  the 
property;  and  those  related  to  the  business  of  the  occupant.  The  size  of 
the  sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  not  exceed  3  square  feet. 
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RESIDENTIAL  1A 
Uses  Permitted: 

A.  One  family  dwellings,  multi-family  dwellings  (apartment  houses),  not  to 
exceed  four  dwelling  units;  public  schools  and  libraries;  and  their  accessory 
buildings  shall  be  allowed. 

1.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  15,000  square  feet  with  100  feet 
minimum  frontage. 

2.  Conversion  of  existing  buildings  and  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  for  a  maximum  of  four  dwelling  units  shall  be  permitted. 
15,000  square  feet  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  provided  for  the  first 
dwelling  unit  in  a  multi-family  dwelling  and  a  minimum  of  5,000 
square  feet  for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

3.  Every  new  building  or  structure,  and  every  building  or  structure 
moved  from  another  location  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  a  minimum  of  25  feet  and  be  a  minimum  20  feet  from 
all  other  boundaries. 

4.  Each  new  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  first  floor  living  area  of 
750  square  feet.  Each  multi-family  dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum 
area  of  1,200  square  feet. 

5.  No  dwelling  shall  be  less  than  172  stories  in  height  and  no  building  or 
structure  shall  be  more  than  21/2  stories  in  height. 

6.  Home  occupations  allowed  are  those  allowed  in  Residential  1  plus 
guest  homes,  barber  shops,  music  teachers,  and  antique  shops,  which 
shall  not  have  any  exterior  displays.  They  shall  be  allowed  only  if 
they  have  no  more  than  four  persons  employed  of  which  no  more 
than  two  shall  be  non-residents,  of  the  premises. 

7.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  those  related  to  the  sale,  rent,  and  lease  of 
the  property;  and  those  related  to  the  business  of  the  occupant.  The 
size  of  the  sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  not  exceed  5  square  feet. 
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RESIDENTIAL  2 
Uses  Permitted: 

A.  One  family  dwelling,  multi-family  dwellings  (apartment  houses)  not  to 
exceed  four  dwelling  units;  individual  mobile  homes  on  individual  lots; 
public  schools  and  libraries;  and  their  accessory  buildings  shall  be  allowed. 

1.  '     Each   lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  10,000  square  feet  with  90  feet 

minimum  frontage  provided  it  is  to  be  serviced  by  municipal  water 
and  sewerage  systems.  With  municipal  water  only,  the  lot  size  shall 
be  a  minimum  of  25,000  square  feet  with  150  feet  minimum 
frontage.  If  both  municipal  water  and  sewerage  are  not  available,  the 
lot  size  shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet  with  150  feet 
minimum  frontage. 

2.  Conversion  of  existing  buildings  and  the  construction  of  new 
buildings  for  a  maximum  of  four  dwelling  units  shall  be  permitted. 
10,000  square  feet  minimum  lot  size  shall  be  provided  for  the  first

dwelling  unit,  in  a  multi-family  dwelling,  and  a  minimum  of  5,000 
square  feet  shall  be  provided  for  each  additional  dwelling  unit. 

3.  Every  new  building,  or  structure,  and  every  building  or  structure 
moved  from  another  location  shall  be  set  back  from  the  front 
property  line  at  least  25  feet  and  be  a  minimum  of  12  feet  from  all 
other  property  boundaries. 

4.  Each  new  single  family  dwelling  or  mobile  home  shall  have  a 
minimum  first  floor  living  area  of  750  square  feet.  Each  multi-family 
dwelling  shall  have  a  minimum  living  area  of  1,200  square  feet. 

5.  No  building  or  structure  shall  exceed  two  stories  in  height. 

B.  Home  occupations  allowed  are  those  allowed  in  Residential  1  A. 
1.        Must  comply  with  requirements  of  Residential  1A. 

C.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  those  related  to  the  sale,  rent,  and  lease  of  the 
property;  and  those  related  to  the  business  of  the  occupant.  The  size  of 
the  sign  or  group  of  signs  shall  not  exceed  5  square  feet. 

D.  The  following  uses  and  buildings  may  be  allowed  by  a  special  exception, 
which  cannot  be  granted  until  after  a  duly  notified  public  hearing  has  been 
held  by  the  Zoning  Board  of  Adjustment. 

1.  Private  clubs  and  organizations  which  will  not  be  conducted  for  a 
profit. 

2.  Water  supply  and  sewage  disposable. 

3.  Hospital,  clinic,  convalescent  home,  sanitarium. 

4.  Museum. 

5.  Research  Center. 

6.  Church. 

7.  Country  Club  and/or  golf  course. 

8.  Botanical  garden  or  nursery. 

9.  Private  school. 

10.  Philanthropic  use. 

1 1.  Funeral  Home. 
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CENTRAL  COMMERCIAL 

Uses  permitted: 

A.  All  uses  in  Residential  lA. 

1.        Must  comply  with  requirements  of  Residential  1  A. 

B.  Municipal  buildings 

C.  Business  and  professional  offices 

D.  Retail  business 

E.  Laundromats 

F.  Eating  establishments 

G.  Service  businesses 

H.       Commercial  greenhouses 
I.        Hotels 
J.        Churches 
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K.        Requirements  (B-J) 

1.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  5,000  square  feet. 

2.  Buildings  shall  be  set  back  from  all  property  boundaries  a  minimum 
of  10  feet. 

3.  First-floor  area  shall  not  exceed  50%  of  the  lot  area. 

4.  Outside  storage  area  must  be  enclosed. 

5.  All  exterior  signs  relating  to  a  business  shall  not  exceed  2  square  feet 
for  each  linear  foot  of  building  frontage  and  shall  be  permanently 
attached  not  to  project  more  than  6  inches  from  the  face  of  the 
building. 

6.  Signs  relating  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  property  shall  not  exceed  35 
square  feet,  and  need  not  be  attached  to  the  building.

I.        New  and  used  automobile  sales  and  services. 

J.        Mobile  home  and  trailer  sales  and  services.

N.       Requirements  - 

1.  Each  lot  shall  be  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet.

Uses  permitted: 

A.  All  uses  in  Highway  Commercial 

1 .        Must  comply  with  requirements  of  Highway  Commercial. 

B.  Manufacturing,  truck  terminals,  warehouses,  bottling  and  packaging  plants, 
wholesale  outlets,  concrete  plants,  and  fuel  distribution  storage  facilities. 

1.  Minimum  lot  size  shall  be  40,000  square  feet  for  each  industry. 

2.  Setback  from  property  line  shall  be  a  minimum  of  50  feet  and  from 
all  other  property  lines  a  minimum  of  30  feet. 

3.  First  floor  area  shall  not  exceed  30%  of  the  lot  area. 

4.  All  shipping  and  receiving  traffic  must  be  on  premises. 

5.  Waste  material  storage  must  be  enclosed  so  as  not  to  be  visible  from 
highway  and  adjoining  residences. 

6.  All  exterior  signs  relating  to  an  industry  shall  not  exceed  2  square 
feet  for  each  linear  foot  of  building  frontage  and  shall  be 
permanently  attached  to  the  building  not  to  project  more  than  6 
inches  from  the  face  of  the  building.  In  cases  where  the  buildings  are 
located  more  than  100  feet  from  the  front  property  line  there  shall 
be  allowed  an  additional  sign  at  the  entrance  to  the  property  not  to 
exceed  15  square  feet. 

7.  Signs  relating  to  the  sale  or  lease  of  the  property  shall  not  exceed  35 
square  feet  and  need  not  be  attached  to  the  building. 
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RURAL 

Uses  permitted: 

A.  All    uses    allowed    in    Residential    2,       Central    Commercial,    Highway 
Commercial,    and    Industrial. 

1.  Must  comply  with  all  regulations  of  these  zones  except  that 
multi-family  dwellings  may  have  a  maximum  of  12  dwelling  units, 
and  single  family  dwellings  and  mobile  homes  may  have  a  minimum 
first  floor  living  area  of  500  square  feet. 

B.  Agriculture,  lumbering,  gravel  pits,  and  gravel  processing  plants 

1.  First  floor  area  of  buildings  shall  not  exceed  25%  of  the  lot  area. 

2.  Placement  of  buildings  from  property  lines  shall  be  a  minimum  of  25 
feet  from  front  property  lines  and  12  feet  from  other  property 
boundaries. 

C.  Mobile  Homes  Parks 

1.  Must  comply  with  all  state  regulations. 

2.  Mobile  home  parks  must  have  a  minimum  of  40,000  square  feet. 

3.  A  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Zoning  Administrator.  The 
application  must  contain  the  following  information: 

a.  Interested  party-the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  the 
name  of  the  real  party  in  interest  if  other  than  the  applicant. 

b.  Plat  Plan  -  A  plat  plan  showing  the  site  of  the  mobile  home 
park;  roads;  location,  size,  shape,  and  identification  of  mobile 
home  spaces;  location  of  sanitation  provisions;  and  the  names 
of  the  abutting  property  owners.  Three  copies  of  the  plan 
must  accompany  the  application. 
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D.  Camping  Areas 

1.  Camping  areas  must  comply  with  all  state  regulations. 

2.  Must  contain  a  minimum  of  10  acres. 

3.  All  campsites  and  structures  shall  be  setback  from  all  public 
highways  a  minimum  of  200  feet  and  from  all  abutting  properties  a 
minimum  of  150  feet. 

4.  A  permit  must  be  obtained  from  the  Zoning  Administrator.  The 
application  must  contain  the  following  information: 

a.  interested  party  -  the  name  and  address  of  the  applicant  and  the 

name  of  the  real  party  In  Interest  if  other  than  the  applicant. 

b.  Plat  Plan  -  A  plat  plan  showing  the  number  and  location  of 
campsites  and  the  location  of  sanitation  and  recreational  facilities. 

E.  Dumps,  landfills,  and  disposal  areas 

1.  Must  comply  with  all  state  regulations. 

2.  Must  be  located  more  than  1500  feet  from  all  Class  I,  II,  III  or  IV 
highways. 

F.  Airstrips 

G.  Slaughter  houses -provided  that  they  are  located  at  least  500  feet  from  any 
lot  line 

H.  Pig  Farms  -  (the  raising  of  keeping  of  two  or  more  pigs)  -  provided  they  use 
grains  only  as  food  and  that  pigs  are  kept  at  least  500  feet  from  any  lot 
line. 

I.  Fur  ranches  -  provided  that  raising  pens  or  pelting  facilities  are  located  at 
least  500  feet  from  any  lot  line. 
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WATERSHED  -  The  purpose  of  this  zone  is  to  protect  the  water  supply  and  the 

watershed  of  the  Town  of  Charlestown. 

Uses  permitted: 

A.  One  family  dwellings;  multi-family  dwellings  (apartment  houses)  not  to 
exceed  four  dwelling  units;  individual  mobile  homes  on  individual  lots;  and 
their  accessory  buildings  shall  be  allowed. 

1,        Each  lot  shall   be  a  minimum  of  5  acres  with  300  feet  minimum 

frontage. 
2         Every  new  building  or  structure,  and  every  building  or  structure 

moved  from  another  location  shall  be  set  back  a  minimum  of  40  feet 

from  all  boundaries. 

3.  Each  new  single  family  dwelling  and  mobile  home  shall  have  a 
minimum  living  area  of  500  square  feet.  Each  multi-family  dwelling 
shall  have  a  minimum  living  area  of  1200  square  feet. 

B.  Agriculture  -  devoted  only  to  the  raising  of  crops  or  grasing  of  cattle, 
horses,  and  sheep. 

C.  Lumbering  operations. 

D.  Gravel  pits. 

E.  Signs  shall  be  limited  to  those  related  to  the  sale,  rent  and  lease  of  the 
property,  and  those  to  the  business  of  the  occupant.  The  size  of  the  sign 
or  group  of  signs  shall  not  exceed  5  square  feet. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS  ON  PARKING  PROBLEMS 

Prior  to  town  meeting  1971,  a  discussion  developed  as  to  the  need  of 
additional  public  parking  on  Main  Street,  particularly  in  the  area  of  Young's 
Diner.  Creation  of  some  additional  parking  spaces  on  the  west  side  of  Main 
Street  was  proposed  and  met  with  opposition. 

The  Planning  Board  decided  to  study  this  problem  and  see  if  it  could  offer 
some  solutions. 

The  Planning  Board  feels  that  through  better  utilization  of  existing  areas 
and  possible  creation  of  some  additional  spaces  in  other  areas,  there  is  no  need, 
at  the  present  time  to  establish  additional  parking  on  the  west  side  of  Main 
Street,  thus  preserving  its  attractiveness  with  a  wide  grassy  area. 

Also  creation  of  parking  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  would  not 
eliminate  the  safety  hazard  that  now  exists  with  pedestrians  crossing  Main  Street 
to  patronize  the  businesses. 

Following  are  the  recommendations  of  the  Planning  Board: 

1.  Some  additional  parking  places  be  constructed  on  the  north  side  of 
Sullivan  Street.  This  could  alleviate  some  of  the  pressure  of  parking  for  patrons 
of  Young's  Diner,  Congregational  Church  activities,  and  Masonic  Hall  functions. 

2.  Private  development  of  a  parking  area  adjacent  to  Young's  Diner  would 
eliminate  the  necessity  of  parking  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  which  creates 
the  safety  hazard  that  now  exists. 

3.  Utilization  of  the'  Kiel  Lock  Co.  parking  area  to  the  rear  of  Ralph's 
Supermarket  when  not  in  use  by  their  employees  would  help  to  eliminate 
congestion  in  the  center  business  area  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Town  Hall.  Kiel 
Lock  Co.  officials  have  been  approached  on  this  aspect  and  indicated  a 
willingness  to  cooperate.  Signs  directing  persons  to  this  area  with  public  parking 
hours  defined  would  be  necessary. 

4.  Full  use  of  Kiel  Lock  Co.  private  parking  lots  during  shop  hours  would 
make  more  public  parking  during  the  day  in  the  areas  near  the  library,  old  Post 
Office  building,  and  south  of  Henry's  Pharmacy. 

5.  Directional  signs  pointing  to  parking  areas  in  rear  of  elementary  school 
would  help  to  eliminate  on  street  parking,  particularly  on  west  side  of  Main 
Street,  when  there  is  a  school  activity  which  draws  large  crawds.  Also  upper 
parking  area  in  rear  of  school  should  be  kept  plowed  in  the  winter. 
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CHARLESTOWN,  N.  H.  ZONE  DESCRIPTIONS 
(February  3,  1972) 

Residential  1  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  of  Crown  Point  Heights  as  shown  on  the  sub-division  maps. 

2.  The  area  west  of  the  Old  Springfield  Road  extending  to  the  Connecticut 
River  and  Bound  on  the  south  by  Clay  Brook  and  on  the  north  by  the  north 
boundary  of  the  Fort  No.  4  property  extended  to  the  Old  Springfield 
Road. 

3.  The  Beaudry  sub-division  on  the  Old  Claremont  Road. 

Residential  1 A  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  bound  by  the  railroad  and 
extending  from  the'  overpass  of  the  railroad  at  the  south  end  to  the 
overpass  of  the  railroad  at  the  north  end,  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Commercial    zone. 

2.  The  area  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street  to  a  depth  of  250  feet,  extending 
from  Dickerson  Brook  to  Clay  Brook,  exclusive  of  the  Central 
Commercial  zone. 

Residential  2  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  east  of  Route  12  bound  at  the  south  end  by  Dickerson  Brook  and 
at  the  north  end  by  Sullivan  Street  and  having  easterly  boundaries  along 
East  Street  Extension  north  to  200  feet  south  of  High  Street  and  then 
easterly  parallel  to  High  Street  to  the  Central  Vermont  hydroelectric 
power  line  and  then  northerly  along  this  power  line  to  the  southmost  corner 
of  Crown  Point  Heights  and  then  northerly  along  the  Crown  Point  Heights 
boundary  to  the  corner  and  then  westerly  along  the  Crown  Point  Heights 
Boundary  to  Sullivan  Street;  exclusive  of  the  Residential  1A  and  the 
Central  Commercial  zones. 

2.  The  area  west  of  South  West  Street  and  the  railroad,  north  of  Dell  Street, 
with  the  south  end  being  bound  by  the  south  end  of  Catholic  Cemetery 
and  at  the  north  end  by  the  Old  Springfield  Road  and  Clay  Brook  and 
extending  westerly  to  the  depths  of  the  following:  a  line  from  the  north 
west  corner  of  the  cemetery  to  the  west  end  of  Dell  Street  and  from  this 
point  to  the  west  end  of  River  Street  Extension  and  then  northerly  parallel 
to  West  Street  for  a  distance  of  500  feet  and  then  easterly  parallel  to  River 
Street  to  a  distance  of  200  feet  west  of  West  Street  and  then  northerly 
parallel  to  West  Street  to  Clay  Brook. 

3.  The  area  east  of  the  Old  Springfield  Road  to  a  depth  of  200  feet  extending 
from  the  railroad  at  its  south  end  to  the  Lover's  Lane  Road  at  its  north 
end. 

4.  The  area  west  of  the  Old  Springfield  Road  and  the  Cheshire  Bridge  with  its 
south  boundary  being  the  north  boundary  of  the  Fort  No.  4  property 
extended  to  the  Old  Springfield  Road  and  the  other  boundary  being  the 
Connecticut  River. 
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5.  The  area  along  Lover's  Lane  Road  to  a  500  foot  depth  on  each  side. 

6.  The  area  east  of  Main  Street  bound  by  Sullivan  Street  and  Clay  Brook 
extending  easterly  bound  by  Clay  Brook  to  within  500  feet  of  the  Old 
Claremont  Road  and  then  extending  northward  on  the  west  side  of  the 
Old  Claremont  Road  to  a  depth  of  500  feet,  crossing  Route  12  and 
terminating  at  Route  12;  exclusive  of  the  Central  Commercial  zone  and 
the  residential  1A  zone. 

7.  The  area  on  the  east  side  of  the  Old  Claremont  Road  to  a  depth  of  500 
feet  extending  from  the  north  boundary  of  Crown  Point  Heights  to  the 
intersection  of  Route  12;  exclusive  of  the  Beaudry  sub-division. 

8.  The  area  east  of  the  Old  Claremont  Road  which  is  bound  by  the 
Old  Claremont  Road  and  Route  12. 

9.  The  area  on  the  west  side  of  Old  Route  12  to  a  depth  of  500  feet  and 
being  bound  at  the  south  end  by  new  Route  12  and  at  the  north  end  by 
the  railroad;  exclusive  of  the  area  within  1 000  foot  radius  of  the  town  well 
which  is  Watershed  zone. 

10.  The  area  on  the  west  side  of  old  route  12  to  a  depth  of  500  feet  extending 
northward  and  then  being  bound  by  Ox  Brook  with  the  boundary  at  the 
south  end  being  new  route  12  and  the  boundary  at  the  north  end  being  the 
railroad. 

Central  Commercial  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  on  the  west  side  of  Main  Street  to  the  depth  of  the  railroad  and 
bound  on  the  south  by  Railway  Street  and  on  the  north  by  Church  Street 
and  an  extension  of  this  line  to  the  railroad. 

2.  The  area  on  the  east  side  of  Main  Street  bound  at  the  south  by  Elm  Street, 
and  at  the  north  by  Sullivan  Street  and  having  easterly  boundaries  of  the 
east  boundaries  of  the  properties  of  John  F.  Kennedy,  the  Connecticut 
River  National  Bank,  the  U.S.  Post  Office,  the  Kiel  Lock  Company,  the 
Old  Bank  Building,  the  Town  Hall  and  the  Fire  Station  to  a  depth  of  150 
feet  north  of  Summer  Street  and  then  a  line  at  this  depth  parallel  to 
Summer  Street  easterly  to  150  feet  west  of  East  Street  and  then  a  line 
parallel  to  East  Street  northerly  to  Sullivan  Street. 

3.  The  area  north  of  Sullivan  Street  to  a  depth  of  500  feet  bound  at  the 
westerly  end  by  Arnold  Court  and  at  the  Easterly  end  by  the  road  to  the 
Roger  Leonard  property. 

Highway  Commercial  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  at  the  north  end  of  town  bound  by  the  Claremont  town  line,  the 
railroad  and  route  12. 

Industrial  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  east  of  South  West  Street  extending  to  the  railroad  and  bound  at 
the  south  end  by  the  Lower  Landing  Road  and  at  the  north  end  by  Dell 
Street. 

2.  The  area  east  of  route  12  extending  to  a  depth  of  500  feet  and  bound  at 
the  south  by  Clay  Brook  and  at  the  north  by  a  line  east  and  west  at  the 
north  end  of  the  turn-off  to  the  Old  Springfield  Road. 
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3.  The  area  west  of  Route  12  with  a  north  boundary  500  feet  south  of  the 
Lover's  Lane  Road  and  having  a  west  boundary  200  feet  east  of  the  Old 
Springfield  Road. 

4.  The  area  east  of  route  12  bound  by  route  12  and  lines  500  feet  west  of  the 
Old  Claremont  Road  and  500  feet  north  of  the  Lover's  Lane  Road. 

Watershed  shall  include  the  following: 

1.  The  area  bound  by  a  line  starting  at  the  intersection  of  the  Acworth  Road 
with  the  east  boundary  of  Charlestown  and  extending  northerly  along  this 
boundary  to  the  end  of  this  line  and  then  easterly  along  the  town 
boundary  a  distance  of  approximately  1700  feet  to  the  highest  ground  and 
then  extending  northerly  along  the  high  ground  to  the  high  ground  along 
the  side  of  the  stream  that  feeds  the  North  Charlestown  reservoir  to  an 
intersection  with  the  road  north  of  the  reservoir  and  then  west  along  this 
road  to  the  stream  crossing  it  and  then  along  this  stream  southward  to  the 
top  of  the  north  end  of  Hubbard  Hill  and  then  along  the  high  points  of 
Hubbard  Hill  to  the  high  point  of  its  south  end  and  then  southwesterly 
along  a  line  tangent  to  an  arc  of  1000  foot  radius  from  the  town  well  on 
the  west  side  of  the  well  and  then  along  this  arc  to  a  line  north  and  south 
which  is  tangent  to  this  arc  and  then  along  this  line  to  the  Old  Stage  Road 
and  along  the  Old  Stage  Road  to  the  Acworth  Road  and  then  along  the 
Acworth  Road  to  the  town  line. 

2.  The  area  with  a  circle  of  1000  foot  radius  from  the  North  Charlestown 
town  well. 

Rural  shall  include  the  following: 

1.        All  the  area  exclusive  of  that  of  all  other  zones.
